A Terrible First Week in Camp Sunshine 


~ Brings Bright Spirits and Jollity. The 


13th Revolt», Disobeys and is Disbanded 
by Gov. Black. All the Men Euger to 
Move to the Frent.

New York, May I1, 1898. 

Uncle Sam’s boysinthe State Camps 
have just passed through what, it is 
safe to say will be as rigorous a cam- 
paign, so far as camping goes, as they 
will ever be obliged to encounter. The 
first week in camp was one of extra- 
ordinary hardship. lt seemed as if 
the elements had joined all their forces 
to make camp life miserable for the 
soldiers at Camp Black ou Hemstead 
Plains, and Camp Townsend at Peeks- 
kill. A week of almost continuous 
gloom and cold, and of almost incess 
ant rain and gale was calculated to 
make a veteran out of the most raw re- 
cruit. The old- soldiers nodded their 
heads and said the experience was just 
what the new men needed, but if this 
was the case it was certainly most 
heroic treatment fom men accustomed 
to the comforts.of hame. Asa culmin- 


_ation to the: first trying week in camp 


came the terrific storm of Saturday and 
Sunday. It struck Camp Black with a 
fury augmented by an uninterrupted 
race over miles of flat lands, and 
swooping down upon tents, it snapped 
poles and guy ropes, sept the canvas of 
many shelters whirling up into the 
clouds, and drenched everybody and 
everything. Indeed it was almost im- 
possible for two nights to find a dry 
spot in. camp, and the consequent suf- 
fering was great. With wet clothing 
and wet straw to sleep on, hundreds of |} 
men contracted colds and the dectors 
were kept busy. 

But bright skies and warm days have 
come to bless the second week of the 
tent cities and an entirely new spirit 
prevails amongthe men. Despondency 
has given place to buoyancy, and the 
boys are working with a vim, and sing- 
ing over their work, Every might af- 
ter taps have sounded, soldiers all oyer 
the camp can be heard singing, ‘‘Near- 
er My God to Thee.’”” The sweet old 
hymn is started by groups, and soon 
sections of tents all over the camp 
take up the strains.. The bright skies 
have brought plenty of jollity to Camp 
Black and there are pranks without 
number among the regiments. There 
iv-a-strict—law—at.Hemstead that no 
non-commissioned officer shall shave. 
A culprit who had defied this ordi- 
nance was found the other day in..the 
person of Corporal A.J. Wesley. A 
solemn court martial was forthwith 
convened, and defense and prosecu- 
tion began eloquent and elaborate pleas 
which lasted several hours.

Only half the regiment obeyed these 
orders, and more than half of those 
who went to camp marched: back home 
last Friday. As the recreants marched 
out ef camp, crowds of soldiers. gath- 
ered .and heaped every possible humil- 
iation upon the deserters. A thous. 
and meo whistled the rogues’ march; 
jeers and cries of, cowards! traitors! 
dogs! rang out.from every side, and po- 
tatoes and other missiles were hurled 
at the culprits. Only by the prompt 
action of several officers, Col. Fred 
Grant conspicuous among them, was 
an actual attack upon the renegrades 
prevented. When the regiment, ora 
fragment of it, reached Brooklyn, it 
was greeted with storms of hisses. 
Public opinion throughout the State is 
very bitter against the regiment’s petty 
and contemptible stand. The men 
who returned home did so in the spirit 
of ‘preserve the integrity of the 13th, 
and devil take the nation.”?’ Governor 
Black immediately began a thorough in- 
vestigation, and as a result he prompt- 
ly disbanded the regiment. In the 
brief memorandum accompanying his 
official disbandment notice. he made it 
clear that this extreme action was not 
due to the failure or unwillingness of 
the regiment to volunteer, for all obli- 
gations of that nature were purely 
moral ones, but that the cause for the 
regiment’s not being allowed to exist 
longer was its wilful and direct diso- 
bedience of the specific orders issued 
to it, to report with the other regi- 
ments at Camp Black on May 2nd. 
The governor's firm action came lke a 
thunderbolt to the regiment, and a 
mighty effort is being made by its mem- 
bers to compel the governor to recon- 
sider hisorder. The mémbers say that 
should the Governor not reconsider his 
decision, they will use every possible 
influence to cripple the Republican 
Party in the Borough of Brooklyn. 
The loyal element in the 13th. which 
remained in. Camp Black wae loudly 
cheered by the other soldiers, and will 
probably be enlisted in the 113th Reg- 
iment. 

As soon as the action of the 13th had 
been reported to the State military 
ofticials, they immediately ordered the 
22nd Regiment, which did,such valiant 
work. at. Gettysburg and Harpers’ 
Ferry, to take the place of the 13th at 
Camp Black. Within four hours after 
the order had been received the 22nd 
marched off amid the enthusiastic 
cheers of immense crowds. 

Practically all the men at the camps 
are now mustered intothe service of 
the United States Government and it 
is pleasant to note that only 5 per cent 
failed to pass the rigid examinations 
attendant upon the mustering-in pro- 
cess. The places of those who failed 
were immediately filled by crowds of 
eager recruuts. 

It is probable that six of the regi- 
ments now in the camps will leave for 
the—South before the close of the 
present week. Four will go to Wash- 
ington. Ail the regiments have been 
longing for orders to move to the front 
and there will be bitter regret amony 
those left \behind.

SELLING THEM. 


Sometimes the Discarded Sets Are Cleans- 
ed, Brightened Up and Resold, and 
Sometimes They Are Broken Up For thé 
Old Gold In Them. 


“Old False Teeth Bought.”?— 

This is the sign which attracts the 
attention of visitors to the office of a 
certain dealer in dental and optical sup- 
plies who does business in Chicago. 

“Tt’s queer how people are attracted 
by that sign,’’ said the owner of the 
establishment. ‘‘I never intended it to 
be prominent, because there are other 
lines in my business Iam more interest- 
ed in pushing, but it seems to fairly 
force itself into the mingg of everybody 
who comes bere, no matter what his 
mission may be, and ‘old false teeth 
bought’ is the only thing they can think 
or talk about. 

‘*There’s nothing audacious in deal- 
ing in secondhand false teeth, although 
I will admit the sign is an unusual one. 
It is a legitimate branch of our trade. 
With ordinary usage false teeth don’t 
wear out and are just as good at the end 
of a few years as they were when new. 
The teeth themselves are valuable, and 
the gold work used in binding even the 
commonplace kind together is costly. 
People are forever getting new ideas 
about their teeth and keep the dentists 
busy changing or building over their 
artificial molars. Then; you remember 
that a whole lot of people who wear 
false teeth are dying every day. 

‘*Ten years ago there was no way of 
utilizing this old material. It was all 
dead waste, s0 to speak. But now it is 
different, and people are more econom- 
ical, False teeth, especially if heavily 
set with gold plates, are worth too much 
money to be cast aside when new ones 
are ordered or to be buried in a grave. 
Thus it comes that a trade of consider 
able proportions has sprung up in this 
line, and old false teeth are a staple in 
this market.’’ 

‘*Who brings them here to sell and 
what class of customers buy them?’’ 

‘‘Small dentists who are hard up 
financially and lack the inclination or 
facilities to clean up and build over the 
discarded sets, which they are sharp 
enough to retain from their patrons, are 
the main source of supply. Sometimes 
they make their patrons-a-lttle allow- 
ance for the old sets of teeth, but they 
get out of this whenever possible on the’ 
plea that they are worthless. Then we 
have poor folk who cannot afford to 
wear false teeth any longer come in 
here occasionally and offer them for 
sale. Undertakers? Well, that is a fea- 
ture of the trade I don’t. care to talk 
about... I might be misunderstood, and 
some people are #0 squeamish, you 
know. =. . 

‘*Why, one woman came in here yes- 
terday to buy an opera glass. She look- 
ed likea good customer-and was inspect- 
ing some high priced glasses when I 
stopped to wait upon a man who fre- 
quently brings in some fine teeth. She 
saw me take a set from him and pay 
for them, aud-then,-neticing probably 
his somber clothes and an end of black 
crape sticking out of one of bis side 
pockets, she flounced away in a fury 
without a word of explanation. It is 
hard to pletse everybody, and as times 
are bard I have io be very careful.’ 

““tiut Wie abuas your sales? Who 
takes these gold grinders aud incisors 
from you?’ 

‘*Principally ‘@ class of men who 
make a business of working over the 
sets. When the outfit is in reasonably 
good shape, it “is given a thorough 
cleansing, brighteved up, and tuen re- 
sold to dentists who have a cheap pat- 
ronage. A little tinkering will make 
them fit after a fashion in the mouth? 
of people who want to make a show of 
false teeth at small cost. Whare the sets 
are not godd enough to be used entire 
they are broken up, the gold either 
melted down or saved to be remodeled, 
and the teeth themselves remounted as 
they ‘are needed for patients. It’s a good 
thing for poor people, for many of them 
are thus enabled to get passably fair 
false teeth at a nominal price, when 
otberwise they would have to go with- 
out, owing to the great expense. Excuse 
me while I wait upon this woman,’’

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THE WONLCERFUL EFFECTS PRODUC- 
ED BY FLUORINE. 


The Diamond.0;:ly Able to Absolutely Re- 
sist This Powertul. Solvent— Researches 
Into the Na\ure of s Hitherte Poorly 
Known Chemical Element, 


The alchemists of the middle ages be- 
lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a: universal solvent 
which would dissolve the most refrac- 
tory substances as readily as water dis- 
solves sugar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkabest, and- what time they 
could'spare from the search after the 
elixir of life and the philosopber’s 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob- 
tain it, Science has yet to prove, by the 
way, that there was not more method 
in the madness of the alchemists than 


is generally supposed, for in the re- |. 


markable. substance fluorine chemists 
possess material that approximates very 
closely to a universal solvent, {ts chem- 
ical energy is so fierce that, except guld 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, aud 


even gold and platinum succumb to’ 


fluorine in time. The mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi- 
cient to cause not mere solution, but 
light; flame and fierce detonations. 
Doll, inert flint takes fire: when exposed 
te fluorine vapor and becomes a bril- 
liant incandescent mass. Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal burns 
with bright scintillations. Only the 


diamond is able to resist this powerful 


solvent, to which it does not succumb 
even-at-bigh temperature. The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the’ diamond, gives a magnificent dis- 
play in the presence of fluorine, tbe 
crystals becoming white bot and throw- 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di- 
rections. The beat is so intense that the 


, crystals melt, showing that their tem- 
\sperature has rcached 1,200 degrees C, 


_ Phosphorus combines fiercely with 
fluorine. Frucsian blue, cn account of 
the cyanogin it contains, burps with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame. 
This \iquid—an iodide of filuorine— 
etches gluss, and if thrown into water 
The last named 
metal becomes whife hot when.exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves iu a 
similar manner. . Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescénoy in a cur- 
rent of the gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. If the latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 

Although it has been known in vari- 
ous states of combination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankbardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by Soheele in 1771, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Moissan suo- 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 28 
Bunsen batteries. The current was pats- 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
and~hydrogen-known—as--bydrofluoric 


acid, which is similar to hydrochldrio’ 


acid.. To improve the conductivity of 
the hydrofluoric acid it was necessary 


to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in the liquid, As Will readily imag- 


ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it when obtained. 
Every part of the apparatus used by M. 
Moissan was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, which 
swell on contact with fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar, Fluorine 
has a powerful affinity for silicon, one 
of the principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to use glass ves- 
gels or tubes to contain the gas. 

As regards the chemical nature of 
fluorine, it is a yas at ordinary temper- 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine and: iodine. The attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 
chlorine and is so great that if a slow 
eurrent of. fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing -a—drop.of 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a blue vapor con- 
sisting of ozone—the condensed form of 
oxygen. The last named substance ap- 
pears to be one of the few materials 
which has no afttnity for iuorine. Noth- 
ing is observed to take place betweep 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 

So.far all experiments had been con- 
ducted with fluorine gas, which, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at- 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there was no 
laboratory—such as that at the Royal 
institution—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy- 
gen at the command of the investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. By the aid of this weapon 
Frotessors Dewar and Moissan have ésuc- 
ceeded in liquefying fluorine. At the 
extremely low teraperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found: that fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
use glass vessels to hold the‘newly lique- 
fied etement. —C. F. Townsend ino

‘The-anxiety_over the Spanish fleet 
continues as each daily story of their 
whereabouts is contradicted the next 
With the large number of swift 
American ships scouring the Atlantic 
coast, there is almost ‘no possibility of 
the much talked of bombardment of 
New England cities, and the probability 
is that our country will have to spend 
more money and time in finding Span- 
ish land and ships to conquer than’ she 
will in their actual destruction. 

The impression that the war-will_ be 
a wonderful developing force . for 
American commerce and industry is 
gaining ground every day with think- 
ing men, and heavy_as will be the cost 
the ultimate result promises to repay it 
many fold. 


Good Riddance to the ‘*Hoo-doo.” 


The terrible fire at Ballardyale prob- 
ably caused the heaviest financial loss 
ever suffered in an Andover fire. While, 
the loss is not accurately known “at this 
time it will -probably reach between 
$200,000 and $800,000, distributed 
among a number of strong insurance 
companies. 

Aside from the financial loss there 
will be little regret felt by anybody in 
Andover or BaHlardvale, at the destruc- 
tion of this local hoo-doo. From. its 
beginning about ‘forty years ago down 
to the present time, it has been noth- 
ing but a snare by which the dollars of 
the unwary have been caught, so that a 
well informed man claims that ten 
million dollars would no more than 
cover the losses suffered by different 
business carried on in this plant, May 
there never be an effort made to re- 
suscitate the old, but may the splendid 
railroad facilities of Ballardvale and 
the many other advantages she posseses, 
lead some new concern to begin at the 
bottom and add as permanent and 
prosperous a business to that commu- 
nity as her other chief indpstry has 
always been. Ballardvale suffers no 
loss by the razing of the walls of the 
*¢ old stone mill ;’’ rather it will be a 
distinctive gain to be rid of this long 
lived ** hoo-doo,’’’ :

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HALF MILLION DOLEAR LOSS 


Fire Destroys the Old File Works at Bal- 
lardvale Filled With Boston Wool, 


The big plant at Ballardvale, formerly 


facturing company was totally destroved 
by fire Weduesday afternvon and about 
$300,0U0-worth of wool stored there was 
ruived or so badly damaged as to be 
worth little. Five freight cars loadea 
with wool were also destroyed. {fhe 
buildings and the wool destroyed in them 
were insured, but the wool in the freight 
cars will be a total loss to the owners, 


white in transportation. 

‘The fire started about 12,30 Pp, M. ‘in @ 
pile of timber and rubbish near the wall 
of the southeast ena of the main build- 
ing. The flames quickty caught in the 
bales of wool in the building and then 
spread with amazing 1apidity notil the 
whole main buildivg was a mass of 
flames. A general alarm was sounded at 
1.o’clock and the entire Andover depart- 
ment responded. The Ballardvale Hose 
wagon was early-on the scene and the 
Andover steamer arrived in short order, 
but the flames were beyond control and 
allthat could be done was to prevent'the 
conflagration from spreading to adjoining 
buildings, and the Bradlee mills which 
were neaby. A ft 
breeze was blowing and'the flames svon 
swept over the entire plant, which covers 
two acres of ground. The train of five 
freight cars was side tracked directly in 
line with the flames and all the cars 
were gutted before the fire was under 
control], Tne bales of wool were so badly 
burned and thoroughly saturated with 
water as to be practically ruined Por- 
tions of some bales may be sayed, but 
the greater amount of stock is lost 

The wool was stored in the building 
only two weeks ago by Dennis Bros, & 
Lovejoy of Boston, for tear that the city 
might be bombarded by a Spanish fleet. 
The work ‘of transferriug the wool bad 
teen pushed with all possible dispatch. 


engines were able to ;revent the flames 
from spreading to other buildings it was 
a long time before they could make much 
headway against the burning woo) 
About 3 80, therefore at the request of E. 
Frank Lewis, who thought that some of 
the wool could be saved if the fire could 
be extinguished an alarm was sounded 
in Lawrence and engine 4 with Chief 
Beal started over the road for Ballard- 
vale. The Lawrence company arrived on 
“the scene in just 35 minutes and soon had 
two powerful streams playing on the 
burning building. At 4.30 the fire was 
under control but the engines kept on 
pumping water into the blazing ruins un- 
til 8 o'clock. 

The cause of the fire is not definitely 
known, although the fire engineers are 
of the Opinion that some burning char- 
coal from a stove used by roofers who 
were working on the building, must have 
fallen out and ignited the lumber. Many 
persons who-live in the vicinity of the 
factory told the TowNSMAN reporter that 
they did not believe that the fire was of 
accidental originand gave itas their opin- 
ion that the fire was incendiary. No one 
was seen acting suspiciously abouc the 
building, however. 

The fire was discovered by Dr. Shat- 
tuck and Frank Parkhurst, svon after 12 
o'clock. Dr. Shattuck immediately tele- 
phoned to the Andover department. 
Meanwhile some one pulled inan alarm 
from box 24, which was sdon followed 
with a second alarm, Immense clouds 
of smoke rose from-the—building-and the 
flames were soon shooting high in the 
air. There was a fine flag waving at. the 
masthead of a pole on the west side of 
the building and at great risk to them. 
selves Gardiner Shattuck and Andy 
Steed climbed upon the building and 
hauled downthe flag undamaged. 

One inbound train was delayed 20 min- 
utes and an outward bound train 10 
minutes by the hose stretched across the 
track. Finally a hole was made under 
the tracks and the hose passed through 
it, thus relieving the blockade. 

Coffee and sandwiches were furnished 
the firemen during the afternoon atthe 
expense of E. Frank Lewis. Many citi- 
zens of Ballardvale also furnished the fire 
fighters refreshments. 

It was Mr, Lewis also who requested 
the Lawrence fire department to respond, 
offering to stand the expense. He had 
the contract to sort the wool and was_ of 
the opinion that much of the material 
could be saved. 

The buildings were built over 40 years 
ago by John Marland andin them were 
constructed several engines for the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad. The plant was 
later-used by a rubber. firm, which soon 
went out of business and was succéedéd 
by the Whipple file works and over $2, 
000,000 was spent by the company in ex- 
perimenting upon machinery, before it 
failed. After being idle fur thirteen 
ears the Ciaighead & Kintz Co. set up 
n business there and began the manu- 
facture of the now famous “Daylight” 
lamps and fixtures. After a varied ca- 
reer the company went into insolvency 
some years ago. A new company at- 
tempted to carry on the business but 
without success and the plant: has been 
shut down for over two years. Another 
indication that the plant was hoodooed 
is shown by the fact that the structure 
was hit by lightning in 1895 and partially 
burned. 

The building was built of stone, was 
three stories high and covered two acres 
of land. It is situated on the bank of the 
Shawsheen river, near the Boston 
Maine railroad station. .

At the age of 16 he 
graduated from the latter institution 
‘and passed the entrance examinations 
for Harvard University, He did not 
enter Harvard natil later, however. Af- 
ter a three years’ course at the Bridge- 
water State Normal school, he taught in 
the high school at Nantucket, acting as 
principal. In the fall of 1891 he entered 
the senior class at Harvard and received 
his degree the following June. Three 

ears of hard work at the Andover Theo- 
ogical Seminary followed.

Inheritance Tax. 


The house debated the taxation prob. 
lem again Tuesday and at: the-end- of a 
long discussion, voted 88 to 76 on a roll 
to substitute-for the adverse committee 
report, a bill presented by Mr. Dean of 
Wakefield providing for an inheritance 
tax on personality. 

Mr. Dean, who was one of the dissen. 
ters of the taxation committee, addressed 
the house in favor of his bill, contending 
that the tax was: demanded by the in- 
creasing indebtedness of the State, the 
increasing tax.-rates_and_on-acéount of 
the escapement~ of _s0_much-— property 
from the assessors. Mr. Dean cited three 
instances, all where a man paying a tax 
of $30 was found at death to have es- 
caped nearly $2000 guacelg another 
where a poll tax was exempted, at death 
revealed a property of $800,000 in first 
class securities, These were only in- 
a Sate he said, to show the prevailing 
rule. 

Mr. Washburn of Worcester, chairman 
of the taxation committee, on the part of 
house, replied to the member from Wake- 
field and argued against  substitu- 
tion of the bill. There was at present a 
collateral inheritance tax, and there was 
no necessity, he. declared, for the addi- 
tional tax. The real question before the 
house was the Wisdom of adding a tax 
that really wasn’t needed. The inhori- 
tance tax as proposed by those who 
would substitute, offered no relief for the 
tax payer. The money would go to the 
State, or be distributed among the cities 
and towns according to population, and 
Boston would receive $300, annually, 
Worcester $58,000, and Springfield $36,000, 
while the smaller towns, for whose bene- 
fit this measure was proposed, would re- 
ceive $500 for Welles or $40 for Bolton, 
and $300 for Wendell. This policy was 
against the traditions of the Common- 
wealth. on 

Substitution was further favored by 
Mr. Innes of Boston, Mr. Hall of Wil- 
liamstown, Mr. Paton of Leominster, and 
Mr. Bennett of Saugus, Mr. Bosworth 
of Springfield and Mr. Holton of Fal- 
mouth defended the report of the com-' 
mittee.

The mests. i arhatic tree on the island 
of New Lrevivrce is without question 
a specimen cf the silk» cotton (Bombax 
ceiba) situsid near the postoffice and 
prison, Grewing from its trunk are 
half a deze: lutiresslike extensions, as 
if to make a firm tooting for its great 
spread of branches of 416 feet. A little 
boy to whom lL showed a photograph 
of it expressed its appearance very well 
when he said the spaces between the 
buttresses would make fine horse stalls. 
The pods which grow on the tree con- 
tain a soft, silky material which the 
natives sometinics use. for stuffing pil 
lows. There are more of these trees, but 
none so large or old as this one, and we 
heard no estimate of its age. It iss 
near relative of the monkey tamarind. 
Between this bombax and the library 
is an avenue of Spanish laurel, a mem- 
ber of the fig family—untidy and inele- 
gant trees, with a growth of roots hang- 
ing from their branches which rever 
reach the ground All these trees bear 
fruit, but the figs are small and unfit 
for eating.- i.
